Cucumbers, Chili Peppers, 
Pimientos Profitable Crops 


PORTERVILLE - Production 
of pickling cucumbers, and 
peppers, on a contract’ basis 
appears to be moving out of the 
experimental category ~into the 
areas of economically sound 
agricultural crops in Tulare 
county. 

Being harvested now at the 
A.M. Falconer & Sons ranch 
west of Porterville is 27 acres of 
cucumbers; 35 acres of 
pimientoes will be coming on in 
late August, along with five acres 
of green chili peppers. 
Additional ‘acreage of these 
crops is being grown on contract 
in other areas of Tulare county. 

Don Falconer states that 
cucumber yield will be about 15 
tons per acre with price running 
in the vicinity of $75 per ton, 
depending on grade. The crop 
was planted in early March, 
harvest started about 63 days 
later and will continue over a 
period of about six weeks. 

Since cucumbers grow rapidly 
- about two inches in length per 
day but do not mature 
uniformly - large crews work 
over the same field several times 
during the harvest season, 
hand-picking the cucumbers into 
buckets that are dumped into 
bins which are later moved from 
the field to central loading 
points for truck shipment to the 
S&W processing plant at 
Redwood City. 

Pickers work on a contract 
basis, 55 percent of the return 
from the crop going to the 
pickers. 

Falconer says that picking 
machines have been developed 
that will handle cucumbers, but 
since the entire plant is picked 


fumigated for nematode prior to 
planting; irrigation is required 
every 3-4 days; nitrogen, potaxh 
and phosphates are fed to the 
plants; although cucumbers are 
susceptible to lygus bugs and 
loopers, pest control is not a 
major item. 

“We like this idea of contract 
crop production,” Falconer says. 
“Under this plan, farming is our 
only concern - not the 
fluctuation of markets. If we 
produce a good volume with 
high quality, we know what our 
returns will be. And we are 
finding that this is an 
economically sound operation.” 

He also points out that it is to 
the advantage of processors to 
contract with growers, since 
processors need an assured 
supply at specific times. 

‘Our advantage in Tulare 
county is that we can get 
cucumbers to S&W at Redwood 
City earlier than the crop comes 
on in the more immediate 
vicinity of the plant,” Falconer 
says. “This means that the 
processing season is extended, 
allowing more production from 
the expensive processing 
facility.” 

Pimientoes will go the the 
Coastal Valley Canning company 
at Oxnard, a division of 
Heublien, the firm that markets 
under the Ortega brand and 
manufactures the well-known 
Snappy Tom. The same 
relationship exists with this 
plant as with S&W - a product 
they need, produced under 
contract, comes to them at the 
time they need it to extend their 
processing period. 

Cucumbers mature fast 
enough so that fields can be 
double cropped. Falconer says 
that after the present crop is in, 
there is still time, in a normal

If the insects are going to 
survive the year you're going 
to have to get with your fall 
‘gardening. It's high time to be 
planting the fall crops that 
need to ripen before frost. 
Corn, beans, peas, and things 
like that need this warm 
weather to get started. Pretty 
soon you may. also plant 
some roots to chew on such 
as carrots, beets, radishes, and 
turnips. These sharpen your 
front teeth as well as being 
good for you. 

If you're the leaf eating 
type of animal you may grow 
lettuce, swiss chard, spinach, 
mustard, and turnip greens. 
Young dandelion leaves are 
good too and hardly any 
trouble to grow. If none of 
these send you it may be that 
you're the flower power type. 
If so you'll go for broccoli 
and cauliflower. 

We suppose the really 
tough ones among you may 
like to eat the stems. You can 
obtain these from celery or a 
little later from rhubarb. Or if 
you like a little zest to your 
stem we recommend the 
middle part of the onion. The 
lower part may be set aside 
for the bulb eaters.

Up 25 Per Cent 
In California 


SACRAMENTO .- First 
forecast for California’s grape 
crop is for a_ harvest of 
3,350,000 tons, up 25 percent 
from the 2,680,000. ‘tons 
harvested a year ago. 

Production by major types 
includes raisin grapes at 
2,200,00 tons, up over one-third 
from last year; wine grapes 
670,000 tons, up seven percent; 
and table grapes 480,000 tons, 
up 10 percent.

GIN PLANNED 


PRODUCING AREA 


IN NEW COTTON 
FRESNO - Producers Cotton 
Oil company has announced 
plans for construction of a gin in 
the San Joaquin valley’s newest 
cotton producing area in 
northwestern Kern county. 

Eugene A. Egan, vice 
president for field services, said 
Producers‘ Mesa gin will be built 
at a cost of approximately 
$300,000 and will be located on 
Highway 33, six miles south of 
Devil’s Den. 

The Mesa Gin will be located 
in the heart of the newest cotton 
growing district in the Western 
United States--Berrenda Mesa 
Water district. The district 
comprises some 30,000 acres 
planted to cotton, seed alfalfa, 
sugar beets, tomatoes, melons, 
fruits and nuts. 

The area was farmed on a 
limited scale in the 1930s but 
deterioration of the waier 
quality caused abandonment of 
most of the acreage. Berrenda 
Mesa currently receives surface 
water supplies from the State 
Water project. 
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WHERE DOES IT ALL END? 


Q. How much time does a city councilman spend on City 
business? : : Y 

A. Time varies, depending on how active an_ individual 
councilman is. But let’s say he attends the two regular meetings per 
month, then let’s throw in an average of two more per month - that 
makes four. Let’s say the meetings average two and one-half hours 
each. Total time then is 10 hours per month in actual meetings. Add 
in maybe two or three more hours for “home work,” and 
reasonable guess might be 12-14 hours per month. 

Q. Do all councilmen spend this much time? 

A. No. Some spend a minimum of time, some take more interest 
and spend more time. The mayor, if he handles his “ceremonial” 
responsibilities properly, might well spend double the time of other 
city councilmen. ’ 

Q. How much do Porterville city councilmen get paid? 

A. A maximum of $10 per month if they attend both regular 
meetings. 

Q. Is that enough for the time they put in? 

A. Well, there have been city councilmen who might be Overpaid 
at that rate, but generally it is not enough if you figure legitimate 
pay for time spent. 

Q. Then why don’t councilmen receive more pay? 

A. The Porterville city charter says they will receive $5.00 per 
meeting, limited to two meetings per month. 

Q. Can’t this be changed? 

A. Yes, it can - by vote of the people to amend the charter. This 
was tried in 1963 - and failed. In other words, the people of 
Porterville said they do not want to pay their councilmen more 

oney. 

Q. What about expenses incurred by councilmen involving city 
business? 

A. Policy of the city has for many years been to reimburse city 
councilmen for out-of-pocket expenditures related to city business. 
There has never been any question about this. 

Q. Then why the turmoil about councilmen voting themselves a 
$50 per month expense account, and the mayor a $100 per month 
expense account. 

A. As set up by council action there is no qualification to receive 
this money; no proof of expenditure is required; no proof even that 
any out-of-pocket money has been expended. Councilmen and the 
mayor will receive their money each month - no questions asked, no 
proof of expense required. 

Q. That makes the $50 and $100 more of a salary than an 
expense account, doesn’t it? 

A. Exactly. 

Q. Is this illegal? 

A. Apparently not. 

Q. Well then, councilmen are spending considerably more than 
$10 per month worth of time on city business, they can be paid 
expense money, are they really committing any great sin when they 
even things up by voting themselves an expense account? 

A. Yes they are committing a great sin against basic government 
and public confidence. 

Q. In what way? 

A. They have in actuality voted themselves a salary in excess of 
what the city charter says they will be paid. They have used a legal 
gimmick to do this. They have circumvented the basic law of the 
city - the city charter. When anyone in public office decides they are 
greater than the laws under which they serve, then government starts 
to break down. 

Q. Since you disagree with action of the council in regard to 
expense policy, what do you propose to do about it. 

A. Only what any other citizen can do about it. Let the 
councilmen know we disagree; hope they will see the light and 
change this policy; then, in the final day of reckoning, get them out 
of office as soon as possible.
